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Twenty-Sixth Annual Meeting Largest Society’s 


The Twenty-sixth Annual Meeting the Society, held 
Chalfonte-Haddon Hall, Atlantic City, J., June 25-29, 
1923, was every way the largest the history the 
Society. The attendance reached the high-water mark 
1051, compared with the largest previous total 914, 
1922. There were 704 members attendance represented, 
153 guests, and 193 ladies. addition, the Program the 
meeting was larger and more varied than that any previous 
meeting. There were thirteen sessions, beginning Monday 
evening, June 25, and closing Friday evening, June 29. 
Simultaneous sessions were held Thursday evening and 
Friday morning. The meeting was distinguished the 
excellent attendance and sustained interest all these 
sessions; notwithstanding the number technical com- 
mittee and sub-committee meetings which made big demands 
the time committee members.

Other papers concrete that constitute important 
contribution our knowledge this material were received 
with considerable interest, including those blast-furnace 
slag aggregate concrete, penetration test for the 
workability concrete mixtures, the use calcium chloride 
curing agent and accelerator concrete, and fatigue 
mortar. 

Electric telemeters, optical strain gages, accelerometer 
for measuring impact, constant load rate testing machine 
for and new viscometer and plastometer were 
described.
